FOR YOUR 
HOME TWICE

A home builder came to our offi- 


ces much troubled in spirit. He 
toW e, story tbat was all too familiar. 
He had taken bids for the building of 
hie new home and had let the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder. This 
would have been the proper pro- 
cedure in many cases, but as it hap- 
pened this time, this lowest bidder's 
proposal for the unpretentious little 
home was more than JJ.,000 less than 
the next highest bidder. He should 
have been suspicious of this, for cer- 
tainly that $1,000 difference could 
not be wholly made up by differences 
in profits or better purchasing power, 
or more efficient building operation! 
In apite of warning by his friends, 
the man bod signed the contract, 
with the lowest bidder, and the house 
was built.

TV eat to live in it. After a 


short time he began to have visita- 
tions from various mechanics, the 
plasterer, the carpenter, the man who 
pat on tha roof. They all told the 
£>ame story about how the contractor 
had not paid them their wages; how 
in order to protect their own interest 
they were obliged under the circum- 
stances to levy liens egainst the 
house. 


"What shall I do," the owner said. 


"Here I have paid the contractor the 
whole amount of our agreement, and 
these people keep on coming in, tell- 
ing me they have not been paid, and 
filing liens against my house. 
I 


find I not only have to pay the full 
price I set aside for my house, but 
have to pay for it at feast in part 
again." 


Of course he could sue the con- 


tractor, hut it turned out, as it often 
Limes does in these cases, that the 
contractor was 
not to be found. 


Honest contractors give this type of 
operator a special name. They call 
him a "fly-by-night." 


This story is told to bring to your 


attention the necessity of protecting 
yourself in your home building rela- 
tions. First you can do so by se- 
lecting a contractor who has a repu- 
tation for sound and honest deal- 
ings. You must pay such a man a 
fair price for what he gives you. 


Get a Mechanic's Relea'se 


Secondly, never advance money to 


your contractor in payment of such 
work as has been done before get- 
ting the subcontractors as they fin- 
ish their work to supply you with 
what is known as a "mechanic's re- 
lease, 
in which It is certified that 


all bills have been paid and no liens 
will be filed. Before you pay the 
general contractor the last sum ow- 
ing him, get a signed statement from 
him that all the bills have been paid. 
Make him show you receipts sup- 
porting this. 
He will not be the 


least offended if you ask him for 
such statements. In fact, he will be 
glad to show them to you. Get him 
to give you a complete release of 
mechanic's liens. 


This matter is clearly provided for 


In a standard form known as "Gen- 
sral Conditions of the Contract," that 
may be purchased at almost any 
stationery shop. In it you will find 
a definite statement about payments, 
your rights when payments are 
made, and a complete clearing up of 
the matter of liens and releases. 
This form shonld head the specifica- 
tions of every building, large 'and 
small. E-*vn so, do not forget that 
it is only a "scrap of paper" and if 
you have a "fly-by-ni^ht" on the job, 
it is not an absolute protection. Get 
a high grade, honeat contractor. Do 
not pay for your house twice.—Copy-

It JS easy to put in two nails where 
four should go. See that the speci- 
flcatkms are followed. In the type 
of construction trhic'n we are using- 
today, known as balloon framing, 
there are a large number of very 
small parts. Studs, joiets and raft- 
ers are made of comparatively small 
members. Unless they are securely 
braced together the ouild:ng will not 
be substantial. This means that the 
jdst and bearing partitions should 
be bnds-ed. There should be subfloor- 
Jng and ceiHng securely nailed to 
each joist or stud, and" the -whole 
system should be made as nearly 
ISre a unit as possible. The first 
step of this •wbole thing is to get 
good plans and specifications, and 
the second is to get an honest con- 
tractor -who (knows his business.

A—The purpose of fire stopping 


53 to cut off the vertical ducts or 
Sues in the bnflffrng -which are made 
by the open spaces between 
the 


framing 
members, especially the 


studs. If these spaces are stopped 
at the bottoms with a material 
which will not burn, you will see 
that fire couM not pass this material 
so as to get between the stude and 
create a. fire between the structural 
members. The principle is not to 
make the wood less inflammable but 
to restrict the fire to a definite area 
•where it can be controlled in some 
measure until the fire wagon comes. 
On« of the best •ways to avoid fire ' 
in your house is to keep rubbish 
from accumulating. Do not allow 
wastepapcr aad other rubbish to ac- 
cumulate in the basement, closets, 
and attic. Do not use electric wir- 
ing to hang laundry on. In some 
countries it is a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine and imprisonment, 
to have a fire start in your house! 
The waste which is occasioned by 
fires in small homes is appalling-. 
An organization known as the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters 
has been set up to reduce this, -waste 
Their recommendations are that fire 
stopping be used in frame building. 


Q—Is it good construction to 


bend shingles at the eaves of a 
fcoMfa* so as to imitate a 
thatched roof? 
A—In order to imitate a thatched 


roof with wooden shingles, the- shin- 
gles have to be soaked in water and 
whfle Tret bent over the forms to 
which they wffl be nailed. The tend- 
ency for these unnaturally bent units 
is to return to the flat form in which 
tier were cut In consequence, this 
tond of construction cannot be per- 
manent. It is a misuse of the ma- 
terials.
